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C. of C. President Lists 
Conditions in Area in 
Talk on Rebuilding

An opportunity will be presented 
the citizens of St. Louis “to start 
rebuilding the city,” when the pro- 
posal for issuance of $16,000,000 
in bonds for slum clearance is 
submitted to the voters at the 
Nov. 2 general election, George C. 
Smith, president of the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerte, said yes- 
terday. 

Speaking at a luncheon meeting 
of the St. he 
of Trade at Hotel Statler, he 
stressed the need for correction 
of the city’s slim aréas and re- 
viewed the plans for use of the 
bond funds in the acquisition by 
the city of property in the No. 1 
Eyesore aréa from Fourteenth 
street to Grand boulevard, between 
Olive and Market streets. Follow- 
ing reconstruction of this area, the 
bond funds fould be used as a re- 
volving fund to acquire property 
for rehabilitation in other slum 
areas. 


“Visitors” First Contact. 

“Rebuilding of this central area 
of the city will provide St. Louis 
with a new front door,” Smith 
said. “It is with this section of 
the city that visitors to St. Louis 
first come into contact. It isn’t 
the worst slum area in the city, 
but I doubt if any of you have any 
conception of the conditions that 
exist in the area.” 

He then proceeded to cite statis- 
* ties, “pointing out that of the 
2479 dwelling units in the area, 91 
per cent were built before 1900, 
58 per cent of the dwelling units 
are without baths, 25 per cent 
have outside toilets and only 4 
Per cent of the units are owned 
by the occupants. Ninety-six per 
cent of the population in the area 
is Negro. 

“The central slum area, which 
has been selected for rehabilita- 
tion as the first step in the slum 
clearance program, relatively is 
much better than other districts 
to be attacked later,” she said. 

There ‘are seven slum areas in 
the city where 280,000, or 34 per’ 
cent of the city’s total population 
are housed, Smith told his awudi- 
‘ence, These areas comprise 19 per 
cent of the entire city.

Citizens rebelled against it as long ago as 1897. 
By the time the Strayer Report was made in 
1939, however, strong language had to be used 
again.

For one thing, the unit system ought to be in- 
augurated. Prof. Burke recommends the board's 
appointment of a superintendent of schools, who 
will actually run the system as a unit, instead 
of the present superintendent of instruction, who 
oversees the curriculum and the teaching staff.

Centralization of authority should eliminate 
much of the favoritism which the 1940 grand 
jury found to be connected with Board of Edu- 
cation jobs. And a better merit system, ac- 
cording to Prof. Burke, would get rid of cur- 
rent temptations to solicit votes and campaign 
contributions or to induce teachers and ‘other 
employes to patronize businesses ewned by 
board members or their relatives. 

As far as possible, all non-teaching board 
employes should be brought under this system. 
All positions under the system should be 
clearly defined. Wage increases should be 
made less arbitrary and more dependent on set 
requirements than on a superior’s favor. Rules 
covering examinations, appointments, pro- 
motions, leaves of absence, retirement and simi- 
lar matters should be systematized and made as 
uniform as possible. And all this should be 
brought under the watchful eyes of a capable, 
interested, unpaid Merit System Council.

we would write a few pieces 

on how to keep heat inside a 
house during the winter. One 
week later we were sick to death 
of the subject but a promise is a 
promise. Here is some dope on 
weather stripping. 


Make no mistake about it, 
weather stripping around win- 
dows and even doors can save you 
a lot of fuel and money during a 
single, winter. The reason is that 
no matter how tightly a.door or 
window fits when closed, warm 
air is almost bound to find small 
openings around it and flow out. 


There are all sorts and kinds of 
weatherstripping and while some 
are more efficient than others 


you'll get pretty good results from 
just about any of them. The metal 
stripping that is fitted into the 
ndow frame and sash is about 
e best but it has to be installed 
by an expert. If you plan to do 
the weatherstripping yourself, buy 
one of the less expensive types of 
stripping such as wood and felt 
or metal and felt. Any character 
with 10 thumbs and a hammer 
can install these materials and 
make out okay. 


Weatherstrip all the windows 
‘even though you plan to hang 
storm sashes. The weatherstrip- 
ping will not only make the storm 
sash more effective but will help 
to reduce condensation or frost 
forming on the storm sash.
